The  rainfall  for  1936  was  the  largest  in  twelve  years  but  it 
came  in  a  very  unusual  manner:  The  largest  amount  falling  the 
first  and  last  of  the  year,  thereby  causing  great  shortage  of  water 
in  October. 

Your  Water  Board  was  much  concerned  at  the  low  condition 
of  our  supply  and  instructed  the  Superintendent  to  buy  two 
electric  driven  Pumps  with  a  600  gallon  per  minute  capacity.  A 
temporary  coke  filter  was  built  and  all  the  electrical  work  and 
piping  was  completed  the  day  our  Fall  rains  commenced. 

We  should  have  been  pumping  water  from  our  Wells  into  the 
Mains  three  days  later. 

If  the  Rice  Reservoir  had  not  been  completed  in  1935,  we 
would  have  been  at  the  pumping  point  46  days  earlier,  as  our 
meter  showed  that  we  had  drawn  34,000,000  gallons  from  this 
reservoir.  The  cost  of  equipping  the  Pumping  Station  was 
$2,600.00  which  was  an  unlooked  for  expense,  but  we  were  able 
to  finance  the  work  from  our  own  treasury. 

The  replacement  of  the  6  inch  Cement  Main  on  North  Street 
with  a  10  inch  Cast  Iron  Main  more  than  doubles  the  amount  of 
fire  protection  from  the  Broad  Street  Bridge  to  West  Claremont, 
and  we  expect  it  will  do  away  with  roily  water  in  that  section 
which  caused  considerable  trouble.

REPORT   OF  TRUSTEES  OF  FISKE   FREE   LIBRARY 

The  year  1936  shows  a  larger  gain  over  any  year  since  1932 
when  the  peak  in  circulation  was  reached,  thus  gain  is  shown  not 
only  in  the  number  of  books  circulated  but  in  the  increased  use  of 
the  reading  and  reference  rooms.  87288  books  and  magazines  have 
been  sent  out,  a  gain  of  7244  over  last  year.     There  were  gains 


93 

in  all  classes  except  history  and  religion.  The  largest  gains  were 
in  adult  fiction,  juvenile,  sociology,  useful  arts,  fine  arts,  litera- 
ture, travel  and  biography. 

The  gain  in  juvenile  circulation  is  very  gratifying.  The  wear 
and  tear  on  children's  books  has  been  such  during  the  last  three 
years  that  we  have  had  to  discard  more  there  than  in  any  other 
department,  without  making  any  noticeable  replacements.  This 
year  we  have  added  a  larger  number  of  fresh  books. 

1017  books  have  been  added  to  the  library  of  which  154  were 
given.  Among  these  additions  are  several  valuable  reference 
books: 

Baileys — Symbolism  for  Artists. 
Blacks — Law  Dictionary. 
Dorlands — Garden    Encyclopedia. 
World  Book  Encyclopedia. 

But  even  the  increased  number  of  books,  which  have  been 
augmented  by  loans  from  the  Public  Library  Commission  and  the 
State  Library,  has  not  made  it  possible  to  supply  the  ever  increas- 
ing demands.  (Books  are  necessary  for  education  whether  in 
school  or  out.)  People  must  have  books  to  find  the  facts  behind 
the  news  reel  or  radio  broadcast — ^books  to  fit  them  for  a.  job  or 
to  help  them  find  one^ — books  to  keep  their  sanity  when  out  of 
work — books  to  help  them  understand  the  changing  conditions 
in  our  economic  world — books  for  pleasure.  To  meet  the  need 
we  urge  the  town  to  give  generous  support  to  the  library. 

The  usual  activities  have  been  carried  on  and  we  have  tried 
to  cooperate  with  the  schools  and  clubs  and  all  others  who  have 
made  special  requests.  We  have  sent  deposits  of  books  to  the 
schools,  the  Frances  J.  Tolles  Home,  the  Sullivan  County  Home, 
the  Newberry  Library  and  the  C.  C.  C.  Camps. 

Two  library  conferences  have  been  attended,  the  N.  H.  L.  A., 
at  New  London  and  a  district  conference  at  Cornish  Flat.  Mrs. 
Margaret  Sanborn  Girard  attended  the  two  week  Summer  School 
session  at  New  Hampton. 

Good  Book  Week  was  observed  in  November  with  an  exhibit  of 
children's  books  sent  out  by  the  Public  Library  Commission. 

The  Historical  Room  has  been  visited  by  as  many  if  not  more 
people  than  last  year. 

We  are  sincerely  grateful  to  all  those  who  have  made  gifts 
to  the  library  or  have  in  any  way  helped  in  service  to  the  com- 
munity.

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CHIEF   ENGINEER'S   REPORT 


To  the  Board  of  Selectmen: 

During  the  12  months  ending  January  31,  1937,  the  Central 
Fire  Station  received  a  total  of  325  calls,  one  of  the  largest  numbers 
on  record.  Only  nine  of  these,  however,  were  bell  alarms,  the 
remainder  being  still  calls.  Many  of  the  316  still  calls  received 
were  for  blazes  which  might  easily  have  proved  serious  confla- 
grations had  not  the  fires  been  promptly  discovered  and  extin- 
guished.

HYDRANTS 

One  new  hydrant  has  been  added  to  the  town  system  during 
the  past  12  months.  This  hydrant,  strategically  located  at  the 
comer  of  Broad  and  North  streets,  adds  greatly  to  fire  protection 
available  in  this  locality. 
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FIRE   ALARM    SYSTEM 

Two  new  fire  alarm  boxes  have  been  installed  during  the  past 
year.  These  are  replacements  for  boxes  accidentally  damaged,  and 
do  not  extend  the  system  beyond  previous  limits,  which  in  the 
opinion  of  department  officials  are  adequate  to  give  protection 
to  all  sections. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

I  am  recommending  this  year  the  purchase  of  compressed 
air  whistle  equipment,  including  tanks,  compressor,  and  a  whistle 
to  be  located  at  the  Central  Fire  Station,  replacing  the  present 
steam-operated  whistle  at  the  plant  of  the  Claremont  Paper 
company.  I  believe  that  this  will  prove  much  more  satisfactory, 
and  that  the  cost  of  operation  and  maintenance  will  be  considerably 
less  than  the  outlay  under  the  present  system. 

Again  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  excellent 
cooperation  rendered  by  all,  including  members  of  the  department, 
telephone  company  employes,  police  officers,  and  townspeople  in 
general,  in  keeping  Claremont's  fire  loss  at  an  unusually  low  level 
during  the  past  year.  This  cooperation  has  been  extremely 
gratifying  to  me  and  highly  beneficial  to  the  welfare  of  the  com- 
munity in  general.  I  urge  that  it  be  continued,  and  that  all 
citizens  exercise  every  precaution  to  do  away  with  fire  hazards 
and  aid  in  maintaining  Claremont's  excellent  record.

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HEALTH  OFFICER'S  REPORT 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

In  presenting  this  annual  report  of  the  Board  of  Health  for 
the  year  1936.  It  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  announce  that  the 
year  has  been  free  from  any  epidemic,  and  that  a  new  low  rec- 
ord in  the  number  of  contagious  diseases  was  established,  with 
a  correspondingly  low  mortality  record  in  this  classification.

Diphtheria  Immunization:  The  campaign  for  the  control  of 
diphtheria  that  has  been  carried  on  in  Claremont  for  the  past 
twelve  years,  with  the  result  that  for  the  last  five  consecutive 
years  not  a  single  case  of  diphtheria  has  occurred  in  the  town; 
a  record  that  is  equalled  in  only  one  city  in  New  Hampshire. 

All  children,  whose  parents  would  give  their  consent  have  been 
given  free  treatment,  if  so  desired,  for  the  prevention  of  diphthe- 
ria, with  the  result  that  today,  children  of  school  age  as  well  as 
many  of  the  pre  school  age  are  immune  from  danger  of  contract- 
ing this  dread  disease.

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Vaccination:  Acting  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the 
Public  Laws  of  the  State,  two  hundred  and  five  children  were  giv- 
en free  vaccination  by  the  Claremont  Board  of  Health. 

P.L.  Chapter  123,  Section  1.  No  child  shall  attend  a  public 
or  private  school  in  this  State  unless  he  has  been  vaccinated; 
or  has  had  smallpox;  or  has  submitted  not  less  than  three 
times  to  the  process  of  vaccination;  or  holds  a  certificate  of 
the  local  Board  of  Health  that  he  is  an  unfit  subject  for  vac- 
cination. 

The  local  board  of  health  shall  issue  such  a  certificate  on 
the  advice  of  a  registei'ed  physician  of  the  state  and  prac- 
ticing in  the  town  in  which  the  child  resides. 
Sanitation:   This  important  part  of  the  duties  of  a  health  de- 
partment covers  a  large  and  varied  field  of  activity,  although  giv- 
en but  little  thought  or  attention  by  the  general  public,   except 
in  specific  cases  where  a  particular  nuisance  may  attract  the  per- 
sonal attention  of  an  individual  or  a  neighborhood. 

Effort  is  made  to  investigate  every  complaint  of  a  nuisance  that 
is  reported  to  the  department,  and  some  action  taken,  if  in  the 
judgment  of  the  health  officer  such  is  necessary.

The  regular  inspection  of  food  stores,  hotels,  restaurants,  ice 
cream  parlors,  drug  and  confectionery  stores,  bakeries,  etc.,  is 
usually  made  in  company  with  the  state  inspector. 

The  proprietors  of  these  stores  very  generally  comply  with  the 
requirements  of  the  pure  food  laws  and  the  board  of  health  regu- 
lations relating  thereto. 

All  complaints  to  this  department  regarding  unsanitary  condi- 
tions or  of  any  nuisance  will  be  carefully  investigated  and  if  con- 
ditions are  found  to  substantiate  the  complaint,  action  will  be 
taken  at  once.

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REPORT   OF   MILK   INSPECTOR 


During  the  past  year,  licenses  have  been  issued  to  121  milk 
dealers  and  producers.  Milk  has  been  examined  and  tested,  and 
corrections  made  when  necessary. 

No  disease  has  been  directly  traced  to  the  milk  supply  of  Clare- 
mont.  It  is  gratifying  to  the  inspector  that  the  housewives  of 
Claremont  are  reporting  more  and  more  any  faults  they  may 
have  with  their  source  of  supply,  for  things  would  go  uncorrect- 
ed in  a  number  of  cases,  if  complaintsi  didn't  come  in.  It  is  im- 
possible to  see  every  quart  of  milk  in  Claremont  every  day,  and 
if  your  supply  is  not  satisfactory,  please  report  it,  and  the  source 
of  the  complaint  will  not  be  made  known  to  the  producer. 

Producers  are  improving  in  their  methods. 

No  tubercular  cattle  have  been  found  this  past  year  supplying 
milk  to  Claremont,  a  fact  which  I  hope  will  be  noticed  in  later 
years  by  an  appreciable  decrease  in  tuberculosis  in  children  from 
bovine  origin. 

A  number  of  dairymen  have  had  their  cattle  tested  for  Bangs 
disease  and  reactors  have  been  removed,  that  coupled  with  the 
fact  that  quite  a  percentage  of  the  supply  is  pasteurized  will  event- 
ually put  Claremont  in  a  position  where  we  need  not  fear  any 
undulant  fever  from  our  milk  supply. 

The  producers  are  aware  of  the  dangers  of  mastitis  in  cattle 
and  are  cooperating  with  the  inspector  in  keeping  that  disease  out 
of  our  source  of  supply,  as  best  we  can.
